With a proper ad­ 
justment, which Ute bnrean of stand- 
srds recommends, the glare CSD be en­ 
tirely Aminated. 
Effect of Dimming. 
Dimming the lights when driving at 
SO miles an hour makes the man with 
the dimmed lights drive with practical­ 
ly no vision for at least IOO feet. It 
takes that long for the eyes to adjust 
themselves to the lessened light He 
cannot see, said Major Carlson, and 
then is wiien the accident occurs. 
Proper adjustment of headlights will 
make the lights cast a flat, broad beam 
of light, which, at 25 feet, will con­ 
centrate below a horlEontal line 3 feet 
above ground. 
'» 
The door of a garage or a prepared 
screen, furnished by the bureau of 
standards to the American Automobile 
association for distribution, will fa­ 
cilitate such adjustment Such a light 
will not glare or interfere with oncom­ 
ing drivers. 
In spite of this simple 
method only 5 per cent of 400 cars ex­ 
amined by the bureau were properly 
adjusted. Seventy-five per cent glared, 
and SO per cent did not give adequate 
light for safe driving. 
Adjustment Very Simple. 
On this point the driving public, the 
dealers and the mamifactnrers are 
more neglectful than they are'of any 
other motorcar detail. Demonstrations 
showed that with the modern type of 
lamp equipment provided by most 
manufacturers, adjustment Is very 
dimple, and can be accomplished in a 
very few minutes by focusing the 
beam of each light, proper placing of 
the lens and proper aiming of the path 
of the light so that It will go straight 
forward and not cross the path of the 
other light. 
He suggested a lamp-adjustment 
committee In every comnaunity and 
state to be composed of representa­ 
tives of the traffic department of the 
city or state, members of the eil^oeer* 
lug societies, and motor club and deal­ 
ers' organizations. “It is rather a mat­ 
ter for education and Information than 
of law,” he Slid. 


Campresflioii Imporlttiit 
Detail to Keep Ej^ On 
An Important detail to watdi, and 
that which keeps the engine running 
^ d e n tly ta compression. An engine 
with faulty compression may appear 
to nm fairly well when the car is 
rolling at a reasonable speed or when 
It Is working hard. lA>8t compression 
shows up when the car la being driven 
at comparatively low speed. 
Under either of these conditions the 
engine will * mn with an Irregularity 
that makes the car Jerk or Jump in­ 
stead of running steadily, as It should. 
This condition indicates that there Is 
considerable loss of pow^ and that 
much more gasoline is being burned 
than when the engine Is developing its 
full power. 
Thouaandi of gallons of gasoline are 
wasted every day by motorists beeause 
of the inefficient operation of their en­ 
gines. In fact, gasoline mileage may 
be cut in half throuid> compression 
loss and still the engine may continue 
to run fairly well, according to the 
Ideas of the amateur driver. 
If the engine is not running well 
•and a compression loss la anspected, 
the easiest way to detect it is to use 
the crank and turn the engine over by 
hand, thus feeling the compression in 
each cylinder. Ton will nearly always 
And that some pistons will go over 
compression much easier than others. 
and this means that somewhere there 
Is a leak in this cylinder. 
The number of miles which a car 
should run wlthont having the valves 
reground varies greatly, depending 
upon oiling and other conditions. 
With the average car under normal 
running conditions It is probably wise 
to have the valves ground at least 
once every 5,000 to 7,000 miles, depend­ 
ing u i ^ the running condition of the 
engines
